A NEW WALKING-STICK INSECT FROM EASTERN 
NORTH AMERICA.

In the low-lying meadows, and occasionally elsewhere on Staten 
Island, Long Island, as well as in other localities along the Atlantic 
coast, there is a walking-stick insect to be found on the golden-rods 
and associated plants that has interested entomologists for some 
time. It has passed under the name of Manomera blatchleyi (Caudell), 
but as no males have been recorded, much uncertainty has existed 
regarding the specific name. 

Bacunculus blatchleyi Caudell was described in the Journal, New 
York Entomological Society, Vol. 13, p. 212, 1905, from a male col¬ 
lected in Starke County, Indiana, and according to Mr. Blatchley in
